“Mentors” 


A teacher affects eternity. 
-- Henry Adams 


There are many people in my life | consid- 


er mentors. Teachers who took a special 
interest in me or my older brother Jim, 
who taught me how to make a fine flatu- 
lent sound on my upper arm (which later 
got me in trouble in school: "We do not 
want to hear from your arm, Mr. Hahn."). 
When | was twenty, | met an ani- 
mator at the studio named Walt 
Stanchfield. Walt is the closest thing to a 
true mentor I've had. It's not that Walt 
drew better than everyone else, or taught 
better than everyone else (although he did 
both) but | admired him so much because 
he seemed to live better than everyone 
else. | liked the way he played tennis every 
day at age seventy. How he did paintings 
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and sketches in the car without looking 
while driving down the freeway from his 
home north of Santa Barbara. | liked that 
he slept in the back of his van in the park- 
ing lot at work while he was in town and 
how he always seemed to have a bag of 
fruit with him. Walt was a character. He 
loved life. When he wasn't drawing he was 
playing guitar or making baskets in the 
style of the Chumash Indians. Walt's life 
was his art. He was forever intrigued with 
everything. When | first met him he was 
doing woodcuts 
(carving a drawing on 
a woodblock and 
printing it onto paper 
with ink). A year later 
he was mad about 
fauvism then later 
cubism, and later 
many other “isms.” 

Walt was interested in every- 
thing. When | was a budding artist at the 
Studio, | took my drawings to him. I'd work 
for hours on a small stack of drawings that 
when flipped would form a simple anima- 
tion action. | thought | was impressive. The 
minute | would take my drawings into 
Walt and he would put them on his desk, | 
would wince. What was | thinking. There 
was something magical about Walt's desk 
that made me see all my mistakes. Then 
again it could be his gentle manner as he 
sharpened his pencil and started talking: 
“Too many converging lines here, play this 
line straighter, watch this arc here, you're 
not thinking here." It was sweet and 
painful. 

Year later, | asked Walt to come 
to London when we were studying to 
make Who Framed Roger Rabbit. The 
artists would crowd around him on the 
vacant third floor of an Edwardian factory 
building we rented. They would hang on 
every word and absorb every line of his

drawings. When it came time to pose, Walt 
would become Jessica Rabbit. We had a 
leggy supermodel dressed up like Jessica, 
but Walt was the one who moved like her 
and helped us see what made her beauti- 
ful and sexy. On weekends, Walt and his 
wife would head out into the English 
countryside and come back on Mondays 
with a million stories about sheep, the 
price of Scottish woolens, and the silly- 
sounding places they had been, like Titsey, 
Shropshire, ¢ or Whaping Hedgehog. 

Walt was a 
tireless sketcher. If he 
was away from his 
studio, he would ren- 
der his drawings by 
dipping a brush into 
his cup of coffee at 
breakfast. He filled 

= the pages of his 
sketchbooks with his "coffee" drawings. At 
home, waitresses who knew Walt would 
bring him two cups of coffee right away, 
one for drinking and one for painting. Tea 
worked as well when he traveled in 
England. Red wine worked at dinnertime. 
The drawings were loose and impressionis- 
tic and alive. 

Walt collected things too. On the 
beach he would be fascinated by interest- 
ing driftwood and rocks. Every Monday | 
would drop by his room and see his week- 
end collection. One week it was pinecones. 
The next it was photos of clouds, the next 
it was stories about some painting he saw 
in a gallery somewhere that stopped him 
in his tracks. 

| had never been around someone 
like Walt. Part artist, part poet, part 
philosopher, part bag | 
lady. But all passion, ge 
all seeing, all curi- 
ous, all loving.
